Mr. J. V. La Morm, the gentleman who

SOUTHERN ELECTIONS. 

There is nothing that shows more clearly 
how elections are conducted in the South, 
and how Democratic majorities are made, 
than an analysis of the returns.

A reference to 
the returns of the Alabama election this year 
will show that The Mississippi Plan was 
also worked in the latter State with the same 
successful results.

Here was a Democratic majority in 1874 of 
8,190, against a Republican majority of 
10,828 in 1872, and two years later this ma- 
jority is more than quadrupled! In order to 
have obtained this astonishing result, it must 
have been necessary for every white man in 
the State of Alabama to have voted the Dem- 
ecratic ticket and for a large number of the 
Republicans to have been disfranchised. 
There is no other explanation of the prob- 
lem. An analysis of the figures will show 
that the disfranchisement was actually ac- 
complished, and that the Republican vote 
dropped almost one-half, or from 93,928 
to 56,296.

Accepting the usual ratio of the voting to 
the actual ion, here is a population 
of 126,000, which should have cast about 
21,000 votes, and in reality cast only 5,838, 
so that the ratio was about 1 to 25 instead of 
1to6.

If they override the law in 
such high-handed manner with only the 
prospect of success before them, what will 
they not do in case of the election of Tn 
and Hzwpricxs? The people of the North 
should look upon this not as an episode of 
election excitement, but as a serious and 
dangerous nullification, which is tantamount 
to a renewal of rebellion. If the South can 
set aside one law before the election, what is 
to hinder them from setting aside all laws 
and authority of the General Government 
after the election, when a man is placed at 
the head of the Government who has public- 
ly recognized and defended the right of the 
Southern States to secede at their own voli- 
tion ?

THE TURKISH ATROCITIES. 

The civilization of Europe is not worthy of 
very high consideration if some effort be not 
made by the Great/Powers to punish Turkey 
for the savagery of the Bulgarian massacres, 
and so cripple the Government of the Porte 
that it will forever henceforth be unequal to 
the protection of the wild tribes that have 
committed the atrocities. The report of Mr. 
Evorws Scuvruze, the American Consul- 
General at Constantinople, supplementing 
the report of Mr. Scuppzr, the English Con- 
sul, and both made after a personal inspec- 
tion of the ravished country, leaves no doubt 
of the direct responsibility of the Turkish 
Government for the Bulgarian horrors. The 
atrocities cannot ba exaggerated. The 
ravages have been worse than wild beasts 
could have committed, for they have 
had the co-operation of human ingenuity 
with brute instincts. They are the indul- 
gence of savage natures, not only unre- 
strained but actually encouraged by a Gov- 
ernment that claims rank with the great 
Powers of the world, and is treated with 
equal consideration. The time has come 
when this sham diplomacy must be aban- 
doned, and Turkey left to the fate which it 
has earned. It shouldno longer be regarded 
as a civilized country. It should no longer 
be treated as a Power, but as a vast lair of 
wild beasts threatening civilization and to be 
exterminated by united Europe. Victor 
Hvco has spoken the truth about the situa- 
tion. . He says a people is being assassinated, 
that the whole world is a witness, and that 
diplomacy must give way to humanity. 
This is the way he talks: 

We are about to astonish European Governments 
by teaching them one thing, viz.: that crimes are 
crimes; that it is no more aliowable for a Govern- 
ment than for an individual to be an assassin; that 
Europe is solidair; that all that happens in Europe 
is done by Europe; thet if there exists a wild- 
beast Government it must be treated as a wild 
beast; that at the present moment, quite close by 
us, there under our eyes, people are massacring, 
burning, pillaging, exterminating, cutting the 
throats of fathers and mothers, selling the little 
girls and boys; that the children too small to be 
sold are being cut in two by the blow of a sabre; 
that familics are burnt in their houses; that one 
town, Batak for example, has been reduced ina 
few hours from 9,000 inhabitants to 1. 300; that 
the cemeteries are choked with more corpses than 
can be buried, so that tothe living who have sent 


them carnage the dead send back the pestilence, 
which is only fair. Weteach the Governments of 


Europe this: that pregnant women are being rip- 
ped open to kill the children in their womb; that in 
the public squares there are heaps of the remains 
of women with the trace of this treatment; that 
dogs gnaw in the streets the skulls of outraged 
girls; that all this is horrible; that a gesture of the 
Governments of Europe would be enough to pre- 
vent it, and that the savages who commit these 
crimes are terrifying, and that the civilized who 
let them commit them are appalling. The time 
has come to raise one’s voice. The universal in- 
dignation is being aroused. There are hours when 
the human consciencg speaks and orders Govern- 
ments to listen. 

This is in Hvuao’s exaggerated style, but he 
does not exaggerate the actual barbarism, he 
does not exaggerate the atrocities, he does 
not exaggerate the resentment of civilization. 
The London Spectator speaks as frankly 
when it says that Turkey should no longer 
be treated as a Government. The people of 
England will drive the present Tory Govern- 
ment from power for its imbecility in hand- 
ling this Turkish question. The ambitions 
and jealousies of the European Governments 
must disappear under the common revolt of 
all humanity against a barbarism that is 
denser than any of the past, and a savagery 
that is more furious and terrible thap the 
world has witnessed for a century. This 
Bulgarian infamy was not merely a 
slaughter, as the Sioux slaughtered Cusrzn. 
There was not even an _ insurrection 
in Bulgaria that could properly be dignified 
by that name; if there had been, no such 
universal extermination could have been 
accomplished. Bulgaria has a population of 
three to four millions, and the Christians are 
the most advanced of all the Slavic people. 
Had there been any general uprising of the 
people, they would have been able to defend 
themselves. The whole case was a letting- 
loose by Turkey of the savage Circassians 
and wild Arabs who had been colonized in 
and near Bulgaria under Turkey's auspices. 
The massacre and horrors were committed 
under the lead and protection of Turkey's 
regular troops in revenge for a meresympathy 
with Servia and as a punishment for being 
Christians. The soul is promised a passport 
to Heaven to every Mussulman who kills a 
certain number of Christians, and women, 
children, and unborn babes are counted 
among the number. It was simply a whole- 
sale gratification of the lechery and blood- 
thirstiness of a horde of savage brutes. 

This manner of warfare is not new nor ex- 
ceptional on the part of the Turks. It has 
been an incident of almost every struggle be- 
tween the Turks and Christians. It is but 
an enlarged repetition of similar slanghter in 
Scio, Cypria, and Syria. The English Blue- 
Book on Syrian affairs from 1858 to 1860 
contains authenticated accounts of the same 
kind of atrocities. Then the Druses occu- 
pied the attitude held by the Bashi-Bazouks. 
Then, too, the Turkish regulars entrapped 
the Christian villages by a promise of pro- 
tection, induced them to lay down their 
arms, penned them up,—men, women, and 
children, —and let the savages in upon them. 
Then, as now, the Turkish officers who 
assisted in the butchery were promoted 
instead of punished. Then, as now, the 
Turkish regulars took their full share in 
ravishing the women if not in slaughtering 
the men, Any effort to excuse the Turkish 
Government is an idle one. It employs these 
savages with e full knowledgeof what they 
will do and with the purpose that they shall 
exterminate unarmed and helpless communi- 
ties and cut off Christian life in every condi- 
tion and at every age where it is encounter- 
ed. If the authentication of these Bul- 
garian horrors does not arouse the humanity 
of Europe to rush to the aid of the Christians 
under the dominion of Turkey, and free 
them from their bondage, there will be a blot 
on the history of this century that can never 
be obliterated.

This view of the situation is the same as that 
taken by Victor Hueo in his recent address, 
and is the only view which ought to be taken in 
the final mediation between Turkey and the 
Christian provinces. The Turkish butchers and 
the debauched, inhuman Government that al- 
lows these should be treated not as a 
Power, but as a mere collection of people who 
are injurious to the world, and should be treat- 
ed accordingly, first, by adequate punishment 
for their fiendish and revolting crimes to inno- 
cent and helpless women and children; and, 
second, by permanent restrictions which will 
render such atrocities impossible in future. It 
would bein the interests of humanity, civiliza- 
tion, religion, and progress for the whole world 
to rise and drive these beastly butchers out of 
Europe back to their Asiatic home, and so hedge 
them in that they could never more come in 
contact with the rest of the world. Whether 
the selfish political policies of the European 
States will allow them to discipline these mon- 
sters remains to be seen.

Germany, which has remained so quiet through 
the Turco-Servian campaign, is getting reative 
under Russian insinuations, and the two great 
papers, the Golos and the Allgemeine Zeitung, are 
scolding each other with much bitterness.

To add to the Russian comfort, the 
Pali Mall Budge suggests: “A State like 
Germany is never ip want of allies, and the 
more impetuously the Slavonic propaganda 
is being carried on at St. Petersburg and 
Moscow, the more does the idea gain ground of 
uniting the forces of the Germanic race—Aus- 
tria, Germany, and England—whose territory 
extends across the whole of Europe, separating 
the Slavonic from the Latin races. Such an 
alliance, which would join the strongest naval 
Power to the strongest military Power in the 
world, would be fatal even to such a colossal 
State as Russia, though supported by France as 
an ally; and a coldness between Russia and Ger- 
many would be directly provocative of this com- 
dination.“ If the European Powers, instead of 
growling at each other, would unite and wipe 
out the Turk entirely, they would do better 
service to the world.

Injurious Results of Randall’s Retrenchment 
Gag—lInteresting Treasury Items. 
Special Dispatch to The Tribune. 

Wasumeton, D. C., Sept. 13.—Another of the 
senseless acts of the Democratic House was the 
reduction of the appropriation for the office of the 
Comptroller of the Currency. In the division of 
issues, 20 clerks were discharged from a force of 
58. This reduction, together with that made in 
the Redemption Bureau, greatly retards the work 
of reissuing National Bank notes. Two days were 
formerly reqaired to act upon a consignment 
of worn notes and to send out new ones. 
The work will soon accumulate so that 
a week or 10 cays will be necessary. A part of the 
force in this office has, like that of the Redemption 
Bureau, neverbeen an expense to the Government, 
as the expense was defrayed by an assessment on 
the National Banks. Out of this force Randall's 
retrenchment lischarges nine clerks, and he counts 
this number in his retrenchment exhibit. 

The receipts from internal revenue for the 
months of July and August, 1876, are nearly 
$714,000. greater than those of the same 
months last year. Commissioner Raum considers 
this evidence of the revival of trade throughout the 
country, and telieves from the outlook, as shown 
by the collecthns in various districts, that the re- 
ceipts for th P= pre fiscal year will amount to 
nearly $10, 00¢, more than the amount estimat- 
ed.

The whole amount received during 
the year was $2,902.77; last year the amount 
received was $1,467.26, 4 difference in favor of 
the present year of $1,525.51, which was nearly 
as much as the contributions of the 
last. The number of parishes and mission-sta- 
tions contributing was 97, an increase of 35 over 
the past year. Only 12 parishes were reported as 
non-contributing. There was still a deficit, but 
that fact was owing to the existence of a large def- 
icit at the commencement of the year.
